THM? 7th Congress, nearing the end 
he course, can look back with 
pride on its 1961 accomplishments in the 
field of military legislation, 

Most of the Pentagon top proposals 
either have been signed into law or 
have been approved by the House and 
are before the Senate with opportunity 
for enactment in the final moments of 
this session or early next year. 

The only significant Defense Depart- 
ment measure on which Congress has 
failed to take any action thus far is the 
retirement recomputation pay bill. Last 
year, it passed the House without dis- 
sent, but stalled in the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. It’s. still stuck 
there. 

At the beginning of the year, the De- 
fense Department said its 1961 legisla- 
tive package contained only two “major” 
proposals—the retirement recomputation 
measure and the accrual flight pay plan. 

Considering the emphasis placed on 
these two bills, the Congressional ses- 
sion could be considered a flop. Neither 
measure has been enacted. 

The flight pay bill stalled in the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee after 
winning House passage early in August. 
While there is still time for Senate ac-

EBMCO is a new word in the gov- 

ernment lexicon which is fast be- 
coming synonomous with construction 
involving the delicate precision of a 
laboratory but performed under the ex- 
plosive speed of 
combat. The 
combination is 
rare, if not un- 
precedented. 

Never before 
has there been 
the requirement 
for the hurry-up 
of combat con- 
struction cou- 
pled with such 
demands for ex- 
ceptionally tight 
tolerances, near 
perfect stand- 
ards of cleanli- 
ness, and wide 
dispersion of ef- 
fort as in these hundreds of missile 
sites. Yet this is required, if our inter- 
continental ballistic missiles are to take 
their place in America’s deterrent force 
as quickly as possible. 

The money, the missiles and the man- 
ning of the bases for the Nation’s inter- 
continental ballistic missile program 
come from the Air Force. 

However, the Army, through the Corps 
of Engineers and its Ballistic Missile 
Construction Office, or CEBMCO, puts 
up the construction muscle to provide 
the launching bases from which the 
missiles fly. 

No stranger to large scale, crash con- 
struction programs, the Army Engineers 
recognized that the construction of op- 
erational missile bases is a complex and 
intricate task, requiring the best con- 
struction minds, machines, and modern 
engineering technology available. Ac- 
cordingly, CEBMCO was activated in 
Los Angeles last summer to collect and 
focus the necessary energies and talents 
into a single, nationwide organization. 

Located in the same Los Angeles area 
is the newly created Ballistic Systems 
Division of AFSC, under command of 
Maj. Gen. T. P. Gerrity, with respon-

sibility for providing our ICBM poten- 
tial, Maj. Gen. A. C. Welling, Army 
Corps of Engineers, and former Com- 
manding Officer of CEBMCO, is his Dep- 
uty for Site Activation, in charge of 
construction. By an interservice agree- 
ment effective 1 April 1961, CEBMCO 
has been placed under operational con- 
trol of BSD. Together these Air Force 
and Army elements are building missiles 
and their launching bases at a record- 
breaking pace. 

CEBMCO comprises 164 officers and 


2,700 civilians directing some 20,000 con- 
tractor personnel in this critical, na- 
tionwide construction program, It is a 
unique organization. It is the one large 
Federal construction agency with na- 
tional responsibilities but without re- 
gional subdivisions, 

For instance, the Corps of Engineers 
traditionally accomplishes its construc- 
tion programs on a geographical basis— 
through its Division and District Offices. 
So does the Navy, the Bureau of Public

STAR SHORTAGE 
THREATENS SERVICES 
The buildup of the Armed Forces 

will aggravate the shortage of 
star rank slots in the Armed 
Forces, 

Congress was told earlier this 
year that the Services needed addi- 
tional generals and admirals to 
meet world-wide requirements. 
The point was made that the law 
authorizes more star promotions, 
but they cannot be made because 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, spurred by Senator John 
Stennis (D-Miss) has set an arbi- 
trary ceiling beyond which it will 
not confirm appointments. 

Aside from the fact that the ex- 
pansion obviously will create the 
need for additional general and 
flag officer billets, there is another 
complication, A number of Reserve 
and National Guard general offi- 
cers are slated for active duty as- 
signment, They count against the 
Stennis Ceiling. 

This means there is the possi- 
bility of a reduction—rather than 
an increase—in promotions to 
brigadier general and rear admiral, 
unless remedial action is taken. 

The Services are seeking legisla- 
tive relief. It remains to be seen 
what action Secretary of Defense 
McNamara and the Senate Armed 
Services Committee will take. 














Tax Court Hits Official Deductions; 
Hospitality To Thai Visitor Is Denied 


HE U. S. Tax Court has ruled that an 

Air Force surgeon’s claim of a tax 
deduction for official entertainment, in- 
cluding hospitality for the Deputy Sur- 
geon General of Thailand, are not allow- 
able. 

The Tax Court also denied deductions 
for a farewell party given to the base 


commander, and for other similar func- 
tions.

now completed the initial SPUR design 
studies and proved the project’s feasi- 
bility to supply continuous accessory 
power and low thrust electrical propul- 
sion in space for long periods of time. 

Cutting projected 1 MW power sys- 
tems to 1/10th the size and 1/5th the 
weight of present power systems under 
development will be possible because

This is an ab- 
breviation of Propellant Loading Sys- 
tem—a sensitive complex of valves, pip- 
ing, pressure vessels and gauges used 
to fuel the Atlas and Titan I weapons.

RP-1 fuel, with liquid oxygen (LOX) as 
the oxidizer 

The PLS must accommodate flows of 
these, plus liquid nitrogen and gaseous 
nitrogen and helium, at temperatures 
ranging from over 110 degrees Fahren- 
heit to minus 320 degrees, at pressures 
of up to thousands of pounds per square 
inch, and at rates ef up to thousands of 
gallons per minute. 

The systems must be built under lab- 
oratory conditions to incredible stand- 
ards of cleanliness. There must not be 
a trace of oil in the LOX system. Specks 
the size of the periods in this type con- 
stitute unacceptable contamination. 

There is no margin for error here. The 
price of carelessness can be exorbitantly 
high; malfunction of the PLS could 
wipe out an entire launch complex and 
cause the loss of a missile at the moment 
it is needed 

Such stringent demands for care and 
precision would be of manageable pro- 
portions in an established, highly ef- 
ficient laboratory or commercial plant. 
But to connect up all of the component 
features of such a system at hundreds 
of isolated sites, in rain and wind, dust 
and snow, under tight time schedules, 
is an operation of noteworthy magnitude 
and complexity. 


WEAPON SYSTEMS 


Although all ICBM launching bases 
have some similarity, regardless of the 
specific weapon for which the base is 
built, there are some significant differ- 
ences, The first system was Atlas. 

ATLAS D. The missile rests in a hori- 
zontal position in an aboveground, cof- 
fin-like shelter with a sliding, split-cen- 
ter roof.

FAA Chief Halaby Wants M ilitary Like Status 
For Civilian Air Controllers With Services 


AJEEB Halaby, Federal Aviation 
Administrator, has proposed estab- 
lishment of a semi-military corps within 
his agency to man air traffic control fa- 
cilities for the Armed Services, 
Speaking before the Awards luncheon 


of the Army Aviation Association of 
America in Washington, D. C., on 5 
September, Mr. Halaby said that the 


20,000 Army, Navy and Air Force air 
controllers could be replaced by “12,000 
or 13,000 civilians.” They could be used, 
he said, “throughout the world.” 
Following the luncheon, Mr. Halaby 
told THE JoURNAL that he had asked the 
Budget Bureau to approve legislation 
which would give semi-military status 
such as that enjoyed by the Public 
Health Service—to his civilian air con- 
trollers. The legislation would provide, 





among other military benefits, 20-year 
retirements and disability benefits now 
accorded to the Armed Services. 

In effect, Mr. Halaby’s plan would 
create a new uniformed service. 

Military officials, questioned by THE 
JOURNAL, declined to comment on the 
plan. It is known, however, that many 
senior aviation officers are skeptical of 
the responsiveness of civilian controllers 
in wartime situations, 

They also question privately Mr, Hala- 
by’s estimate of the great manpower 
savings which could be achieved by his 
plan, 

At the present time, most military air 
controllers are enlisted men. Under Mr. 
Halaby’s plan, their civilian counterparts 
would probably be officers.

send its trained military units to 
underdeveloped countries “to assist them 
not only in strengthening their national 
security but also in such fields as trans- 
portation, preventive medicine, engineer- 
ing and resource development, and im- 
proved communications.” 

The plan, said Army Secretary Elvis 
J, Stahr, jr.. “would be an example of 
putting to work some of our great and 
essential capabilities which may not be 
fully used in peacetime.” 

Speaking before the annual meeting 
of the Association of the U. S. Army, 
Secretary Stahr said that he “had been 
much impressed” by this plan to aid 
underdeveloped countries.

greater imagination in developing 
our plans. We cannot simply warm over 
WWII concepts, with or without atomic 
overtones. Even more important, we 
must plan so that we can use our tools 
in cold war as well as in hot war—and, 
employ them anywhere in the world.” 

The Secretary said that he sometimes 
questions “whether we are getting suffi- 
ciently bold objectives in our equipment 
modification. Although we have de- 
veloped some magnificent equipment, it 
seems to me that we must increase our 
capability by an even more imaginative 


approach to the development of new 
fighting tools. 

“To illustrate the nature of the ap- 
proach I am driving at,” he said, “I 


could ask questions like these: 

“Should the family of combat vehicles 
we plan as successors to the splendid 
new series be tracked, wheeled, or zero 
ground pressure? Should they continue 
to use reciprocating engines? Is a 
medium tank, based on 1915 concepts, a 
proper point of departure for future de- 
velopments, or should we start from 
scratch with some other and entirely 
different concept? Can rockets and mis- 
siles replace guns?”

He has at his command a mix of bom- 
bardment aircraft, intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles, and submarine-launched 
ballistic missiles, all capable of deliver- 
ing nuclear weapons and his capabilities 
are increasing, either quantitively, quali- 
tatively, or both. 

“ .. [Here] is the first element of the 
triple-threat—bombardment aircraft of 
which our major competitor has approxi- 
mately 1,000. The Badger is roughly 
equivalent to the USAF B-47, while the 
Bison more or less equates the B-52. 
The Bear is a long-range turboprop air- 
eraft for which we have no military 
equivalent. The “Beauty” is an entirely 
new highly swept-wing supersonic bomb- 
er which was first displayed in the 
Moscow air show in July; while the 
Bounder is a supersonic heavy. These 
aircraft are not copies of our planes

“But, what happens to this balance 
when one of these two great corpora- 
tions acquires a reliable defense against 
ballistic missiles? It is my view that 
he who first develops and deploys such 
a reliable defense would gain important 
military and psychological advantages. 
How our competitor would use these 
advantages is anybody’s guess, but his 
record constrains me to say that he 
recognizes the close relationship between 
military, diplomatic, economic and prop- 
aganda factors.

Phantom II Fighter and Attack Aircraft 
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Income Tax Discrimination Against Service People 


The Tax Court’s ruling on the principal items in the case of Col. 
William D. Preston, USAF, as reported on the first page of this issue, 
constitutes a brazen discrimination against the officers of the Armed 
Services. Certainly, this calls for action on the part of the Department 
of Defense, or the State Department, looking toward a reversal of the 
.ulings by the income tax authorities or legislation correcting this in- 
equitable situation. 

Colonel Preston spent his personal funds for the official entertain- 
ment of a visiting dignitary of a nation allied with us by treaties— 
a nation whose friendship we value and to whose military forces we 
are lending aid and support. If he had not done so, it would certainly 
have reflected upon the military service and upon the United States as 
a host nation. Yet the Tax Court denied this small sum as an income 
tax deduction. 

Any business man or salesman is allowed to deduct reasonable and 
proven expenditures for the entertainment of prospective customers. 
Some of these business entertainment deductions run to vast sums, yet 
the authorities recognize them as necessary for the promotion of busi- 
ness. Certainly, Colonel Preston was acting for his employers—the 
American people and their government. He was also acting for the best 
interest of his professional position, for had he neglected this duty it 
would have reflected seriously upon his standing as an officer. 

The denial of this item of entertainment for a visiting official of a 
friendly and allied nation is the most flagrant of the Court’s actions. 
But there are others, too, which deserve review. Hospitality for members 
of his staff certainly parallels the same type of hospitality a business 
organization gives for its employees, which is allowable. Likewise the 
expenses involved in farewell parties and similar events for commanding 
officers have their counterparts in civilian and business life. 

We hope Department of Defense officials will promptly take cog- 
nizance of this unfair situation and initiate aggressive action to correct 
it. The pay scales in the Armed Forces already lag appreciably behind 
those of their counterparts in businesses and professions. Service people 
should not be required to pay more than their share toward the support 
of the Nation to which they have dedicated their lives and careers. 


Military Needs In Space Must Be Recognized 


The Nation is fortunate that Senator John Stennis (D-Miss), chair- 
man of the Senate Preparedness Subcommittee, is determined to see that 
the interests and needs of the Armed Services in space developments 
are recognized and supported. There has been a tendency in the past 
for many in high positions to claim that space is purely a civilian province 
and that the military should take a back seat in that area. 


In an address to the Senate last week, Senator Stennis declared: 


“I am sure the capability to operate in space will give us greater 
methods of operating military and deterrent capabilities. This is one of 
the byproducts of our moon shot. This is one of the reasons that we must 
proceed full speed ahead with our lunar probe.” 


The Preparedness chairman pointed out that our national space pro- 
gram will open many new avenues for strengthening our military posture, 
particularly once large payloads and maneuverable orbits can place men 
in a functional role in space. 


“In recognizing at all times the military value ,the military implica- 
tions, and the military needs,’ he said, “I hope our policy will never 
reach the point where the military is restricted or curtailed in connection 
with any of these ventures. Instead, the military must be given full 
opportunity to follow through with these necessary developments. It must 
be clear to all of us that the destiny of our Nation, and of the world, 
for that matter—is bound up with the decisions that are made and the 





speed with which they are made in Congress and in the executive branch 
of our Government.” 


The military services must be free to map the path of development 
they will need to make use of space as a new dimension in defense. To 
curtail this development or to subordinate it to other agencies or plans 
could be fatal.

The retirement recomputation meas- 
ure hit a roadblock in the Senate Armed 
Services Committee where it had been 
shunted aside last year while the Com- 
mittee contracted for an independent 
study of the entire military retirement 
system. The study, completed by the 
University of Michigan in late June, was 
immediately pigeon-holed without com- 
ment after it was received. 

Neither President Kennedy, who backed 
the measure, nor Secretary of Defense 
McNamara, who has ordered his own 
study of the retirement system, has made 
any public effort to break the bill loose in 
the Senate. House Armed Services Com- 
mittee Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga), 
who won House passage for the pay bill 
last year, meanwhile adhered to his deci- 
sion not to “waste time” with new hear- 
ings on the bill until the Senate acts. He 
has pledged swift follow-through, how- 
ever, if the roadblock is cleared away. 

Although neither “major” Pentagon 
proposal has been enacted, there is rea- 
son, nevertheless, for the Defense De- 
partment and Armed Forces families to 
be pleased with the progress of other 
“priority” military legislation and ap- 
propriations. 

The Congress approved the biggest 
peacetime military budget in history— 
$46.6 billion, not counting approximately 
$1 million for military construction now 
in the process of final clearance—and 
gave the Services authority to effect a 
rapid buildup of manpower and new 
weapons. 


Manpower Action 

N the personnel field, laws enacted 

during the past seven months gave 
the Army authority to assign Medical 
Service Corps officers to “command” 
duties outside the Medical Corps, the 
Navy authority to institute new rates 
for diving pay and establish diving offi- 
cer billets, the Air Force authority to 
select thousands of additional officers 
for promotion to lieutenant colonel and 
major during fiscal ’62, and the Marine 
Corps authority to transfer its SDO 
officers to the unrestricted Line. 

Congress also approved a new system 
under which members of all the Armed 
Forces may receive “advance pay” to 
cover financial problems that may arise 
when and if it becomes necessary to 
evacuate their families from overseas 
during an emergency. 

The law governing payment of re- 
enlistment bonuses was overhauled to 
provide greater uniformity, pensions for 
Medal of Honor winners were boosted, 
the National Guard and Reserve were 
authorized improved travel allowances, 
families who had received erroneous 
family-separation-allowance payments 
were authorized to keep the money and 
members of the Armed Forces who en- 
tered into enlistments before they 
reached the necessary legal age were 
authorized to count such service toward 
retirement, 

The retirement laws were improved 
by a change which will permit mem- 
bers of the Services, upon retirement, 
to ship their household effects to a lo- 
cation of their choice. If a retiring mem- 
ber dies before he moves his dependents 
to their new home, the surviving de- 
pendents are authorized to travel home 
and ship their household goods at Gov- 
ernment expense. 

Several other new laws with more 
limited application also were enacted. 
One of the most-publicized was the legis- 
lation restoring former President Eisen- 
hower’s five-star rank in the Army, An- 
other generating widespread general in- 
terest was the law blueprinting plans 
for a new Armed Forces Museum to be 
a part of the Smithsonian Institution. 

Many proposals, including 13 of major 
significance, have partially worked their 





way through the Congressional maze 
but have not found the final escape 
route. Two of these measures are the 
recomputation bill and accrual flight 
pay plan, already discussed. Two others 
in which Armed Forces families are 
vitally interested are the proposed in- 
crease in per diem and the measure 
(which has received no support from the 
Pentagon) providing Survivor Benefits 











The measure making Survivor Benefits 
available to all retired members of the 
Armed Forces who complete at least 30 
years’ service, or who are retired for 
disability in excess of 50% at any stage 
in their career, was accorded hearings 
by a House Veterans’ Affairs Subcom- 
mittee in late April. But that was the 
end of the matter. The proposal has 
since been put aside and the Pentagon,

remaining weeks before adjournment, it will end the session with its usual “over- 


crowded docket.”

for career Servicemen who die in re- 
tirement of disabilities which cannot be 
established as Service-connected. 

The per diem proposal would add 
$36.6 million to military bank accounts 
by boosting present maximum per diem 
in lieu of subsistence from $12 to $16 
per day, and by granting maximum al- 
lowances for “actual expenses” up to 
$30 per day. Similar legislation has been 
approved for civilian employees of the 
Government, but the military bill is 
moving slowly. Approved by the House 
Armed Services Committee on 15 Au- 
gust, it has not yet won Rules Com- 
mittee clearance for House debate, and 
has not been scheduled for hearings by 
the Senate Committee. Chances are at 
least 50-50, nevertheless, that the meas- 
ure will win enactment before adjourn- 
ment. 

The Survivor Benefits bill sponsored 
annually for the past several years by 
Representative James B. Utt (R-Calif) 
has once more been relegated to limbo. 





























which repeatedly has refused to take a 
position for or against the plan, con- 
tinues silent. 

The remaining nine bills of major 
significance which are still on the legis- 
lative conveyor belt include the _ re- 
vamped Uniformed Services Contingency 
Option Act measure, the proposal au- 
thorizing increased enrollment at the 
Military and Air Force Academies, the 
improved trailer allowance bill, the Re- 
serve readjustment pay measure, the 
scholarship proposal, the  bad-check- 
prosecution plan, and the two pay. bills 
granting increases for permanent pro- 
fessors at the Military and Air Force 
Academies, and permitting the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to set the pay for the 
Academic Dean of the Navy Postgradu- 
ate School. All have been approved by 
the House but are awaiting Senate ac- 
tion. 

One other—the measure revamping 
the so-called “Hiss Act” to eliminate 
bars to retirement pay for members of 
the Armed Forces and civilian Govern- 
ment employees—has been approved by 
the House and reported by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, but is awaiting 
floor debate. Last year, the bill also 
progressed the same distance but failed 
to win enactment, Congressional sources 
say chances are better this time. 


These Proposals Are Missing 


Some measures the Defense Depart- 
ment had included in its legislative 
hope chest at the start of the year never 
reached Capitol Hill. They were pro- 
posals involving: 

e@ Dual Compensation 

e A uniform food ration 

@ Representation allowances 

@ Revised retirement rules for Reserv- 

ists 

In late December, the Fentagon said 
plans to revise the dual-employment, 
dual-compensation laws were awaiting 
negotiation between the Defense Depart- 
ment, the Budget Bureau and the Civil 
Service Commission. As the Congres- 
sional session moved into its final two 
months, the Commission disclosed that 
the draft proposal is nearing comple- 
tion (THE JOURNAL, 12 August) and is 
expected to be ready for submission to 
the House and Senate early next year. 
In its near-final form, the draft seeks to 
revamp the troublesome dual-pay laws 
to permit both retired Regulars and re- 
tired Reservists to accept Government 
employment with full pay, plus $2,000 of 
their retired pay, plus 50% of the re- 
mainder of their retired pay. Accord 
achieved thus far on the plan assures 
a better chance of favorable action than 
any previous proposal which has been 
advanced over the past several years. 

The move to create a uniform food 
ration for all of the Armed Forces— 
first recommended in 1956 at an antici- 
pated cost of $25 million—was “undergo- 
ing revision” within the Defense De- 
partment as the new Congress convened 
last January. Either it is still in this 
nebulous arena or, even though it is

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SECOND CLASS TREATMENT accorded mil- 
itary people in the matter of compensation is 
pointed up in the current per diem discrimina- 
tion. Spurred by Civil Service Commission testi- 
mony, Congress voted to boost per diem allow- 
ances for civilian employees of the Government 
from $12 to $16. In the absence of any strong 
appeals for equitable action by Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense (Manpower) Carlisle P. Runge 
or any other Pentagon official, Congress has not 
cleared similar legislation for the Services. 


A BILL TO BOOST per diem allowances in the 
Fighting Forces is languishing in the House 
Rules Committee. It has not been considered at 
all by the Senate Armed Services Committee. 
Many in the Services had reason to hope that 
the Pentagon would have moved quickly to gain 
support for a per diem increase after the civilian 
measure passed and was signed into law. 


THE SAC COMBAT COMPETITION at Fair- 
child AFB, Wash., 16-22 September will give 
Pentagon officials an opportunity—if they so 
desire—to dramatize America’s retaliatory capa- 
bilities. It could easily be arranged, if Washing- 
ton gave the green light, for the Air Force to 
fly newsmen from all parts of the country to 
cover the “World Series of Bombing,” and to 
give up-to-the-minute reports on SAC’s combat 
readiness. 


THE 2d ARMORED DIVISION at Ft. Hood, 
Tex., could be the first U. S. division sent to 
Europe in event that the situation worsens there. 
Military commanders in Europe have sought ad- 
ditional armor for some time. Best guess is that 
the 82d and 101st Airborne Divisions of STRAC, 
at Ft. Bragg, N. C., and Ft. Campbell, Ky., will 


be kept in the U. S. The other STRAC unit is | 


the 4th Infantry Division at Ft. Lewis, Wash. 


SAC DOESN’T GO ALONG with USAF Head- 
quarters when it comes to the policy of releas- 
ing names of selection board members. Head- 
quarters withholds this information, as does the 
Army. SAC takes the stand, with the Navy and 
Marine Corps, that this information should be 
released. Thus, SAC reports that Brig. Gen. 
Robert N. Smith, Director of Intelligence, is 
head of a board which has been considering 1226 
officers eligible for secondary zone promotion 
from major to lieutenant colonel. 


COL. ROBERT S. ALLEN, a veteran Washing- 
ton newsman who was Third Army Assistant 
G-2 in the French and German campaigns, will 
write a profile treatment that will provide the 
basis for the motion picture, “Patton,” that goes 
into production early next year by 20th Century- 
Fox. It is based upon the life and military ca- 
reer of the late General George S. Patton, jr. 
Producer will be Brig. Gen. Frank McCarthy, 
USAR, who served as Secretary of the War De- 
partment General Staff in WWII. 


ARMY POLAR OPERATIONS will be en- 
hanced by deHavilland Canada development of 
a wheel-ski for the Caribou aircraft. This will 
give the Army a 28,500 pound gross weight 
STOL transport for Arctic work. 


THE TOP-RANKING ARMY AVIATORS are 
serving together at CONARC, Ft. Monroe, Va. 
The CG is General Herbert B. Powell, who won 
his wings while commanding the Infantry Cen- 
ter at Ft. Benning, Ga. His new Deputy CG for 
Developments, Lt. Gen. Hamilton H. Howze, 
USMA ’30, is a former Director of Army Avia- 
tion. He was promoted to 3-star rank on 1 
September. General Howze, who had been head 
of the U.S. Army Advisory Group in Korea, 
succeeds Lt. Gen. Gordon B. Rodgers, USA-Ret. 
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FORTHCOMING CONGRESSIONAL _IN- 
QUIRIES into Armed Forces research activities 
may bring to light the heavy and unpublicized 
expenditures which are being made for “over- 
head,” rather than for scientific investigation. 
Pentagon officials don’t like to talk about it, but 
there are instances where the Services, in award- 
ing a research grant to a university, have been 
required to provide up to 108% to the institu- 
tion for overhead expenses. 


THE WIDESPREAD BELIEF is that when 
a scientific investigator receives, for example, 
a grant of $100,000 that he will have $100,000 
to apply to the specific project. That’s not the 
case. After the university takes the “overhead” 
deduction, the investigator may have only $75,- 
000 or as little as $50,000 left for the actual 
work. 


THERE IS NO OFFICIAL POLICY on the 
research “overhead” problem. A major factor 
is the fiscal attitude and scientific philosophy of 
a particular institution. Harvard, it is under- 
stood, takes the position that it should hold 
“overhead” costs to a minimum. Other univer- 
sities, many less heavily endowed and others 
forced to seek support from State legislatures, 
press for as high a “overhead” allowance as pos- 
sible. The result is, of course, reduced funds for 
research. 


THE ARMY IS REOPENING helicopter pilot 
training to warrant officer and enlisted person- 
nel on active duty. The program was deactivated 
in ’58. Training includes 20 weeks at Camp 
Wolters, Tex., and 14 weeks at the Army Avi- 
ation Center, Ft. Rucker, Ala. 


ANOTHER NON-PROFIT RESEARCH or- 
ganization to “study problems of national secur- 
ity and international order” has been organized. 
It’s called the Hudson Institute, Inc., headed by 
Herman Kahn, author of “On Thermonuclear 
War.” Headquarters is at White Plains, N. Y. 
Mr. Kahn says the Institute will include a staff 
and membership with a wide variety of ideas 
and beliefs. “The unifying element,” he adds 
“will be a dedication to the notion that the 
problems both of national security and of inter- 
national order require serious, creative, and in- 
formed study and analysis.” 


MILITARY LEADERS WHO ARE CON- 
CERNED that there is a tendency for The 
Department of Defense and the Services to rely 
too heavily on “out of house” study projects in 
determining defense strategy, tactics, and poli- 
cies, will be interested in the Introduction to a 
Hudson Institute fact sheet. It begins: “New 
and changing technology, and new elements of 
criticality in international relations, have re- 
duced the reliability of practical experience as 
a guide to policy and created the need for new 
forms of intellectual enterprise such as the 
modern large-scale policy study.” 


OUTSIDE THE SERVICES, there are increas- 
ing protests from Industry that the “non-profit” 
organizations (see Page 26 for a new Army- 
sponsored corporation) in some cases are pro- 
viding unfair competition. You can expect to 
hear more about this in the next session of Con- 
gress. 


SAC’s AERIAL COMMAND POST, a specially 
equipped Boeing KC-135 Stratotanker from the 
34th Air Refueling Squadron at Offutt AFB, 
Nebr., has completed 5000 flying hours. Lt. Gen. 
John P. McConnell, SAC Vice CinC, flew on the 
mission in which the 5000 mark was passed. 
Capt. Marion C. Weidler was pilot. The aerial 
command post would go into action in the 
event SAC’s underground headquarters at Off- 
utt and its alternates were knocked out as a 
result of nuclear attack. SAC has 5 KC-135’s 
assigned to the around-the-clock duty. 


THOUSANDS OF NEW STUDENTS are en- 
tering Service-operated schools in Europe this 
year. The Army reports that it will enroll more 
than 8000 additional youngsters. 


IT’S 0.K. FOR THE OTHER SERVICES to 
employ as they desire, but the Army has yet 
to receive a go-ahead to mount the Bullpup mis- 
sile on its helicopters. The Navy-developed 571 
pound missile is mounted on Navy, Marine, and 
Air Force jet bombers, and has been tested 
by the Marine Corps from a helicopter. The 
Army has been handicapped in its application 
of the missile and other aircraft armament by 
DoD “roles and missions” restrictions. 


MATS WILL AIRLIFT the Army’s 1148-man 
lst Battle Group (Provisional), 3lst Infantry, 
now at Ft. Riley, Kans., to Korea on 1 October. 
The BG will join the 7th Infantry Division to 
replace soldiers rotating to the U. S. 


IT’S INTERESTING that so little has been 
said during recent months about the plan to de- 
ploy Intermediate Range Ballistic Missiles to 
Europe. When former Secretary of Defense 
Thomas S. Gates, jr., mentioned such a project 
last year, it created much discussion in U.S. 
and NATO commands. There are plenty of mili- 
tary men who would say that the availability of 
such weapons on the scene NOW would be of 
considerable importance in view of the Berlin 
situation and the Soviet “atomic blackmail” 
efforts. 


AT ONE TIME, some Army missile experts 
were striving to gain approval for an extended- 
range version of the Martin Pershing missile. 
They said it could do a better job in Europe 
than a land-based Polaris. Although Pershing 
contract awards have been increased—$91 mil- 
lion in August—the Army has yet to indicate 
when it will activate the first Pershing unit, and 
is saying nothing aloud about any prospects for 
an 800-mile or 1200-mile version. 


WEST POINT HAS BEEN RECOGNIZED 
as an official National Historic Landmark. Maj. 
Gen. W. C. Westmoreland, Superintendent, re- 
ceived certification of this status from the Na- 
tional Park Service. The name “West Point” is 
an abbreviation of “The West Point,” denoting 
a prominent feature of land across the river 
from the more populous eastern bank of the Hud- 
son. 


REPRESENTATIVE F. EDWARD HEBERT 
(D-La.) last year conducted an investigation of 
retired officer employment in defense industries. 
He has now introduced legislation (see page 27) 
broadening post-retirement employment rules for 
the Navy and Marine Corps. The bill seeks to 
end discrimination against Sea Service officers in 
comparison to those in the Army and Air Force. 


CAPT. PICKETT LUMPKIN, recently pro- 
moted, who has been Chief of the Navy News 
Branch in the DoD Office of Public Affairs for 
2 years, will assume duties in Naples, Italy, 
next month as Chief of the Public Information 
Division of CINCSOUTH. In the NATO assign- 
ment, Captain Lumpkin succeeds Capt. A. A. 
“Jack” Allen, who goes to the Fleet Hometown 
News Center, Great Lakes, Ill. At Naples, Cap- 
tain Lumpkin will serve initially as PIO to 
Admiral Charles R. “Cat” Brown, who will retire 
and be succeeded at year’s end by Admiral James 
S. Russell, Vice CNO. 


ARMY NURSES WOULD BENEFIT by a new 
Pentagon legislative proposal. It is designed to 
eliminate disparities in current law under which 
some Navy NC and MSC officers are denied the 
right to count certain enlisted service for volun- 
tary retirement. The new measure also would 
permit all Navy NC and MSC officers to count 
active service as nurse performed prior to 16 
April 1947 (when the Army-Navy Nurses Act was 
passed) toward the requirement of 10 years’ 
commissioned service for retirement purposes. 


COL. HARVEY S. SAVELY, USAF-Ret., Di- 
rector of Life Sciences for the AF Office of 
Scientific Research, Washington, D. C., will en- 
roll as a post-doctoral student in the University 
of Pisa’s Institute of Physiology. A zoologist, 
Dr. Savely has been working as an Air Force 
civilian since ’46. 
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It Will Avert Crisis, Permit Rank Flow 


RESIDENT Kennedy has signed into law (PL 87-194) an emergency revision 
of the Officer Gradé Limitation Act, which will provide 4000 additional lieu- 
tenant colonel billets in the Air Force. 

This action was necessary to prevent a promotion crisis in that Service. With- 
out the OGLA revision, Air Force temporary promotions would have come to a 
virtual halt. 

The House had approved the Air Force request for 4800 spaces, but the Senate 
cut this to 4000. 

The Air Force was given approval by the Department of Defense to seek 
unilateral amendment to the OGLA, pending action next year in which Congress 
will act on across-the-board changes of officer career management, as proposed 
by the Bolté Committee. 

In voting the Air Force legislation, the Senate Armed Services Committee 
served notice that it intended to scrutinize carefully Service officer grade dis- 
tribution plans when the Bolté legislation is presented. 

The OGLA revision has been cited by Air Force leaders as one of the major 
legislative requirements of 1961. The other is the Accrual Flight Pay Plan. That 
measure has yet to clear Congress, but the Appropriations Act provides some 
relief in permitting officers with 15 years of rated service to be taken off flying 
status without loss of flying pay. The previous requirement was 20 years.

Atlas Van Hauls 
Ice For The Army 


Atlas Van-Lines, Inc., this week moved 
an unusual cargo from a former laundry 
building in Wilmette, Ill. 

Moving men from the Amstadter Broth- 
ers, a Chicago agent of Atlas, wore Arctic 
clothing to load glacial ice, snow, ice 
crystals and permafrost (frozen earth) 
from sub-zero “cold rooms” in the three- 
story building. 

The ice and other materials have been 
gathered over the past nine years from 
the polar extremities of the earth as part 
of a Army Corps of Engineers’ activity 


known as “CRREL,” short for Cold Re- | 


gions Research and Engineering Labora- 
tory. 

CRREL with its staff of 80 scientists 
and engineers is looking for the best ways 
to construct buildings, lay airstrips, live 
and fight—if that should become neces- 
sary—in polar and subpolar regions, 

Atlas will move CRREL’s frozen assets, 
and more than 500 tons of equipment, 
scientific instruments and office furnish- 
ings to the project’s new $2.5 million 
headquarters building near Hanover, N.H. 
The new location is not far from Dart- 
mouth College, which donated 18% acres 
of land for the new site and offers CRREL 
scientists one of the most extensive li- 
braries dealing with polar research. 

Some of the ice samples, including cores 
drilled from 1,000 feet beneath the surface 
at Little America in the Antarctic, are 
more than 2,000 years old. From its study, 
CRREL expects to show the affect of 
glacial ice on weather conditions. It also 
will collect information on weather cycles 
prevailing hundreds of years ago, deter- 
mined in part from particles of volcanic 
ash and dust imbedded in the ancient ice. 

The move this week was only the first 
leg of the journey to Hanover, The ice 
and other samples from cold regions will 
be taken to a cold storage warehouse in 
downtown Chicago to await the long trip 
to Hanover in February 1962.

They will 
be trained and supported by a 5,000-man 
military and civilian force. 

Polk was established as an armored 
division training center in 1941 and was 
inactivated in 1946. It was re-activated 
to support the Korean War build-up in 
1950 and was inactivated 30 June 1959. 
It has been used as a maneuver area for 
active Army forces and for summer 
training for National Guard and Reserve 
units.

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Army Pilot Flies 
Bell XV-3 VTOL 


Maj. E. E. Kluever has become the 
first Army pilot to fly. the Bell Heli- 
copter Company’s XV-3 VTOL (Vertical 
Takeoff and Landing) aircraft. 


He flew the XV-3 at the NASA Ames 


Research Center, Moffett Field, Calif. 

Two other Army pilots, Capt. John A. 
Johnston and CWO Emery E. Nelson, 
have flown the convertiplane. They and 
Major Kluever are attached to the Army 
Test Activity at Edwards AFB, Calif. 

The XV-3 convertiplane can rise from 
the ground vertically, in the manner of 
a helicopter, by lift from two tilting 
prop-rotors in helicopter configuration. 
The prop-rotors can then be rotated for- 
ward 90 degrees for faster flight in con- 
ventional airplane configuration. 

The Bell ship was first VTOL of fixed- 
wing, tilting prop-rotor design to achieve 
full in-flight conversion. That flight was 
made 18 December 1958, near the com- 
pany’s Fort Worth, Tex., plant with Bell 
Test Pilot Bill Quinlan at the controls. 

Two Air Force and six NASA pilots 
since have flown the ship many times, 
and it now has been full converted in 
flight more than 100 times, Major Klue- 
ver’s flight on 8 August was the first 
by a representative of the Army, the 
service for which the XV-3 is being de- 
veloped. 


QMC Shows Vest 
With Ballistic Collar 


Quartermaster Corps exhibits covered 
a wide range of standardized and exper- 
imental items, including food developed 
for quick preparation in the field, new 
techniques in packaging supplies, recent 
developments in waterproofing textiles, 
new equiment items and clothing for 
both special purpose and general wear. 

Typical of the new experimental ra- 
tions are the 6-in-1 and 25-in-1 dehy- 
drated rations. These rations are pack- 
aged for either 6 or 25 men, and con- 
tain all that is necessary for preparing 
and eating the food, including dispos- 
able plates and eating equipment. 

Examples of foods processed by the 
freeze-dehydration method were dis- 
played, as were foods preserved by ir- 
radiation. 

Newly-improved versions of the Arm- 
ored Vest were shown. These provide 
more protection to the wearer than 
earlier vests. Major innovation is a % 
inch ballistic collar giving added pro- 
tection to the neck, 

Another exhibit item was a major 
concept change in combat footwear now 
undergoing test by QM—the experi- 
mental direct Molded Sole footwear to 
replace the conventional welt construc- 
tion now used in standard military foot- 
wear. 

Other items on display at the Quarter- 
master Corps exhibit included a cold- 
weather canteen that keeps liquids from 
freezing in extremely low temperatures, 
a new kind of waterproofing compound, 
and examples of contour packaging—a 
new method of packaging, shipping and 
Storing irregularly-shaed items such as 
clothing and metal repair parts.

Aero Commander Shows Jet Plane 


ERO COMMANDER, INC., manufacturer of the L-26 Army Command Trans- 

port and the RL-26 Radar Surveillance Aircraft, displayed a model of the 
Company’s new Model 1121 Jet Commander, which will be powered by two Gen- 
eral Electric CJ-610 Turbojet Engines and develop a thrust of 2850 pounds for 
take off and 2700 pounds thrust maximum continuous. 

The combination of power loading, wing loading and clean aerodynamic design 
of the 1121 enables the aircraft to operate from airports with 3,000 foot runways. 
Stability, inherent in the design of all the aircraft, coupled with the outstanding 
short field capabilities and maximum visibility from this aircraft make it an ideal 
vehicle for Army Combat Surveillance, company officers said. They added that 
the mobility required by the Army can be increased by the operation of a jet 
aircraft, such as the 1121, which can be utilized as a Command Transport, Utility 
Cargo Aircraft and an Instrument Proficiency Trainer. 





85-POUND X-RAY UNIT DOES 1000-POUND JOB 


HE Army Medical Service demonstrated its latest experimental model 
of a portable field x-ray unit. It was shown in its newest trappings—a 
canvas bag containing the major components. 

The exhibit also featured a field developer which permits processing an 
x-ray film in a matter of seconds. The 85-pound unit, which can also be 
carried in a medium sized suitcase, is designed to perform most of the more 
important functions of a unit weighing approximately 1,000 pounds. 

This self-powered device can operate on rechargeable batteries, or on 
any standard military vehicle battery—a particularly important feature dur- 
ing combat or disaster conditions. 

This x-ray device operates at such speeds that films are not blurred 
by movement during chest radiography while the patient is breathing nor- 
mally, This feature is particularly important when patient is dazed or un- 
conscious and is not able to “hold his breath.” 











Canal Zone Unit Wins Hughes Trophy 


HE Hughes Trophy for Army Aviation has been awarded to the 937th Engineer 

Company (Aviation) at Ft. Kobbe, C, Z., for outstanding work during 1960 in 
suppor: of Inter-American Geodetic Survey operations in Latin America, 

Commanded by Lt. Col. Jack W. Ruby, the 937th has 53 aviators, 100 enlisted 
men and 42 aircraft.

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Autonetics Builds 
Field Orientor 


Development of a compact field azi- 
muth gyro orientor, compactly con- 
tained inside a one-man-portable cylin- 
der, was discloseqd by Autonetics, a 
division of North American Aviation, 
Inc. 

As a result of advanced miniaturiza- 
tion techniques, the new field orientor 
measures 11 inches in diameter, 21 
inches high; weighs less than 25 pounds 
and is easily carried by one man as a 
back-pack unit. 

The lightweight instrument is de 
signed to meet a wide variety of Army 
corps-level field tasks requiring rapid 
determination of azimuth for base lines 
and alinement of military equipment, 

Coincident with its first public show- 
ing, Autonetics also revealed that a 
demonstrator model of the instrument 
has been undergoing evaluation at Ft. 
Belvoir, Va. by the Army’s Geodesy 
and Intelligence Mapping Research and 
Development Agency. 

Autonetics identifies the instrument 
as “MABLE”—a condensation of “Mini- 
aturized Automatic Base Line Equip- 
ment.” 

MABLE can perform many fieid 
tasks, including: target orientation by 
forward observers; extension of corps- 
area survey points; and alinement of 
cannon artillery, missile launchers, 
radar and drone guidance equipment. 


Birdie System 
Aids Air Defense 


The Army has accepted the first of 
19 “pocket-sized” air defense coordina- 
tion systems, designed to help protect 
military installations, or cities in the 
600,000 population class. 

The new $500,000 system is called 
“Birdie’—Battery Integration and Radar 
Display Equipment, It is a transistorized 
version of Missile Master, the giant na- 
tion-wide coordinating communications 
system which uses information it picks 
up by radar or information fed into it 
regarding identity of friendly or enemy 
planes. 

Birdie processes and distributes in- 
formation about aircraft to guided mis- 
sile batteries and coordinates Nike Ajax 
and Nike Hercules missile fire. It can 
operate independently in its own area or 
as part of an over-all system. 

The first Birdie has been installed at 
Turner AFB, near Albany Ga, It is a 
small type, directing fire of a limited 
number of units. A larger unit stores, 
processess and continuously updates 
target information in directing fire of a 
great many missile batteries. 

A Birdie trainer is to be located at 
the Army Air Defense School, Ft. Bliss, 
Texas. 

No announcenment has been made of 
where the other 17 Birdies will be lo- 
cated. Announcement will be made 
about each one following its installation 
and when it goes into operation. 

“The effectiveness, reliability and 
relatively low cost make the system a 
key link in Army Air Defense,” said 
Col. J. Wilson Johnston, Chief of Re- 
search and Development, Army Signal 
Corps. “Its timely development clearly 
demonstrates the versatility of the mod- 
ern Army in meeting the defense needs 
of the day.” 

The first such system off The Martin 
Company’s production line in Orlando, 
Fla., is to be operated by personnel of 
ARADCOM and will be tied into the 
North American Air Defense NORAD. 

Its efficiency is easily seen when it is 
compared statistically with Missile Mas- 
ter. Birdie occupies 97% less space than 
Missile Master; uses 95% less power; 
and 80% fewer personnel.

Navy Veteran Heads Army Research Office; 
General Bradley Serves On The Board 


RANK A. Parker, jr.. a WWII Navy officer and former Assistant Director of 

Defense Research and Engineering, has been elected President of the Research 
Analysis Corporation, the new nonprofit research organization under contract to 
the Army. 

An expert in jet and rocket propulsion research, Mr. Parker and his associates 
at RAC initially will complete the unfinished studies conducted by The Johns 
Hopkins University Operations Research Office, which has been dissolved. 

The new organization employs more than 300 operations analysts and technical 
support personnel plus an administrative staff numbering 135, 
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RAC will conduct research studies for the Army in the following fields: Basic 


research, weapons systems evaluation, operations, information and control systems, 
military economics and costing, strategic and management systems, 

Mr. Parker emphasized that RAC “is strictly a scientific advisory organization. 
The conclusions of its studies take the form of findings and recommendations 
which are intended to assist the Army’s decision-makers,” he said. 


RAC will retain the professional staff of ORO as the nucleus for the new, | 


expanded organization. 
In the past, emphasis in the Army’s operations research program has rested 
heavily upon mid-range planning and analysis. 


Recent studies, Mr. Parker said, have pointed up important research needs | 


in both short-range and long-range planning—needs that will require expanded 
efforts by the new research organization. 

“We anticipate doubling our scientific staff within the next five years to fulfill 
the Army’s increased requirements,” he stated.

For William Tell ’61 


Thirteen Air Force jet fighter teams 


| will participate in the William Tell 1961 


Interceptor Weapons Meet to be hosted 
by the Air Defense Command at Tyn- 
dall AFB, Florida 23 October-3 Novem- 
ber. 

ADC will be represented by 10 teams 
in the competition and single teams from 
Air Command, the Air 
Training Command and the Air National 


| Guard will also take part. 


The all century series competition 
will be divided into three categories: 
McDonnell F-101 Voodoos, Convair F-106 
Delta Darts and F-102 Delta Daggers. 
ADC teams will participate in all cate- 
gories while the other commands will 
enter F-102s only. The aircraft will fire 
air-to-air rockets and missiles at Ryan 
Q@-2C jet drone targets on a range over 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

There will also be a ground arma- 
ment loading competition during the 
ten day event. 

Purpose of the bi-annual meet is 
three-fold: To determine the outstanding 
aircrews and controller teams in the 
Air Force Defense System, to demon- 
strate the capability of the interceptor 
weapons systems and to evaluate the 
ability of the Air Force crews to main- 
tain, handle and load defensive weap- 
ons. 

The meet will be held under simulated 
conditions using SAGE (Semi- 
automatic Ground Environment) and 
manual control systems to direct the 
supersonic aircraft to their targets.
